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Although the Applicant has diligently and timely replied to the office action, there remains to be outstanding issues resulting from the 
Amendments filed After Final. The incorporation of subject matter of now cancelled claim 22 is duly appreciated; however, it raises new 
issues that require further search and/or consideration under 35 USC 101 , by presenting no tangible result or outcome to the "identifying" 
steps. It also raises issues to the patentability of claim 4; and in particular, surrounding the optionally recited "by selecting from among at 
least" found in line 23 which allows the option of the newly added (now cancelled claim 22) language of never taking place. The claim 
remains rejected. 

Claims 4, and 26, recite "enabling" which is a capability of the system and not a functionality; thus suggesting optionally never having to 
take place. Claims should be amended to recite "configured to" or "authorize" or to simply have the recitation deleted. 

Claim 5, line 3, recite "for" describes only intended use but not necessarily required functionality of the claim. Limitations following the 
phrase "for" do not carry patentable weight. Applicant is required to amend the claims so that the claim limitations are recited in a definite 
form i.e. "usable in", or "usable to". 
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
